The superintending school committee of the town respect- 
fully submit the following report of the schools of Washing- 
ton, for the year ending March Ist, 1878: 


Disrrict No. 1. 

The first two terms of this school were taught by Miss May 
E. Andrews, of Hillsborough. , Miss Andrews is a teacher of 
much experience and has fully sustained her well earned rep- 
utation of being a “ model teacher.” The closing examina- 
ation at the end of each term was quite satisfactory. 

The third term was under the direction of Wm. D. Wyman 
of Hillsborough. Mr. Wyman labored faithfully in the dis- 
charge of his duty as teacher, and his efforts were crowned 
with success. The many moist eyes at the close of school tes- 
tified how he was beloved as a teacher and friend. 


District No. 2. 


The two terms of thisschool were under the care of Miss 
Stella B. Simonds of Washington. Though the school was 
quite small, yet the teacher seemed to labor faithfully for the 
good of her little pupils, and a good degree of success attend- 
ed her efforts. 

District No, 3. 

First term taught by Mrs. Ella J. Farnsworth. Good or- 
der and a commendable ambition to learn, on the part of the 
scholars were among the marked features of this term. 

The second term was under the instruction of Mr. Solon A. 
Farnsworth of Washington. Mr. Farnsworth by his pleasant 
and genial manner easily won the affections of his pupils. The 
closing exercises were quite satisfactory. 
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District No. 4. 


Both terms of this school were taught by Miss Hannah M. : 


Eaton of Bradford. Miss Eaton is a lady of education and 
refinement and her efforts as a teacher were quite successful. 
« Districr No. 5 

There were three terms in this district. The first was 
taught by Miss Etta C. McLaren of Manchester. Miss. Mc- 
Laren tried hard to make the school a success, and her efforts 
were not lost, though there were some things which came up 
that were not as pleasant as might have been desired, but 


~ which could have been easily remedied if the teacher had had 


the support of all the patrons of the school. 

The second term was under the tuition of Mr. Charles E. 
Wilson of Hillsborough. Mr. Wilson isa good teacher and 
the school was a profitable one. 

The third term was taught by Mr. Mark M. Hadley of 
Hillsborough. Good order and thoroughness. of instruction 
were among the marked characteristics of this term. 

District No. 6. 

The two terms of this school were taught by Miss Olive 
C. Muzzey of Newbury. Miss Muzzey is an excellent teach- 
er and her success was such as she might well be proud of. 

3 Disrricr No. 7 

Tbere was only one term in this district which was under 
the direction of Miss Myra A. Towne of Boscawen. Her lit- 
tle pupils learned well. 

District No. 8. 
The only term of school in this district was taught by Miss 


Ella N. Proctor of Washington. This was Miss Proctor’s 


first attempt at teaching. ‘The first of the term passed pleas- 


antly and satisfactorily, but toward the close there arose a. 


feeling of jealousy on the part of some members of the dis- 


trict which made it very unpleasant for the teacher and very 


bad for the school, though the teacher tried hard to do her 
best. Parents should remember that it is their duty to en- 
courage and support the teachers in their endeavors to keep 
order in school, 
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District No. 9. 


Teacher, Miss Ida M. Glidden of Unity. Theré was but 
one term in this district. Miss Glidden has a very pleasant 
way of governing a school an easy and systematic metbod of 
instruction. The school was a success. 


District No. 10. 


This school is quite small and had but one term, which was 
taught by Miss Grace E. Bixby of Bradford. Miss Bixby 
seemed to take an interest in her schoolars, and on the whole 
it was a profitable school.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


The schools of the town for the past year have been suc- 
cessful to a good degree. Good order has been maintained 
and good feeling has generally existed between teachers and 
scholars. Much of the success of the past year is due, no 
doubt, to a corps of experienced teachers, nearly all that were 
employed Laving had some experience in teaching. While — 
your committee is pleased to notice that there has been a de- 
cided improvement as to the instances of tardiness and days 
of absence in Dists. No. 5 and No. 8, yet regrets that the re- 
verse has been the case in No. 1, there being 157 instances of 
tardiness and 260 1-2 days of absence reported in the last 
term alone. No instances of tardiness are reported in No. 2, 
No. 3 and No. 10. 


But little has been done toward repairing school houses the 
past year, and there is much that ought to be done the com- 
ing year. It would be well to have each district provide new 
maps for the school rooms, as the only maps now in use have 
long since gone out of date.
